CAVALRY. 
3rd (Prince of Wales’s) Dragoon Guards. 


Licutonant General J. SCOTT, c.n., was present with the French army under Marshal Gerard, at the 
siege of Antwerp, in December 1532; by permission of the Marshal, accompanied the troops upon 
every occasion during the siege; in October 1833 was appointed to the command of the cavalry of the 
Bombay Division of the Army of the Indus, as Brizadier 3 served in that rank during the campaigns of 
1838-39 in Sind and Affshanistan, and was present at the attack and capture of Ghuznece (medal) 5 
during the latter part of 1¢39 he commanded a detached column, consisting of the whole of the 
artillery (excepting 4 guns), the cavalry, and one battalion of infantry,—-this column was destined to 
secure the subjugation of Upper Sind, and to co-operate with the main column under Sir ‘Thomas 
Willshire, directed against Khelat (2ud Class Dovsrance Empire); in the action at Maharajpore, 
ee: ou the 29th December 1843, communded a Brigade of Cavalry, as alyo at the battle of Subraon: 
anedal, 


Lieutenant Colonel ‘Brevet Co'onel) M. W. SMITH, c.B., was appointed to the Turkish Contingent 
with local rank of Major General in 1855, and subsequently to the command of the Osmanli L[rregular 
Cavalry, and obtained the Turkish rank of Lieut. General (2nd Class of the Medjidie) 5 connmanded a 
Brigade during the Central India campuign; commanded at the recapture of Chandairee in May 1858, 
also at the actions between Kota-ka-Serai and Gwalior on 17th June; commanded a Brigade in the 
action of the 19th June resulting in the capture of the city and fortress of Gwalior, also at the siege and 
capture of Powree; commanded at the surprise of the rebel camp at Koondry, also in pursuit of Tantis 
Topee and the Kao Sahib: medal and clasp and c.B., frequently mentioned in despatches. 


Major FP. CHAPLIN served in the Punjaub campaign of 1848-49 with the 38rd Light Dragoons, and 
was presentin the affair of Ramnuggur, passage of the Chenab at Wuzeerabad onthe 1st December 1849 
with the force under Sir Joseph Thackwaull, and batties of Sadvolapore, Chillianwallah, aud Goojerat: 
medal] and two clasps. 


Major C. TOWER served with the 6th Dragoons in the Eastern campaign of 1854, including the 
battle of Balaklava and sicge of Sebastupol: medal and clasps. 


Captain J. MILLER served with the l)th Regt. in the campaign on the Sutlej in 1846, and was 
present af the battle of Sobraon: medal. 


Captain F. J. MACFARLANE served in the Sutlej campaign of 1845-46, including the battle of So- 
braon (medul), previous to which he was wounded ina skirmish cluse to the Seikh entrenchments; served 
also in the Punjaub campaign of 1848-49, und was preseut at the passage of the Chenpab at Rumnuggur, 
and battles of Chillianwallah and Gvojerat: medal and clasps. 

CaptainT. J. FRANCIS served with the 10th Lancers at the actions of Buddiwal and Aliwal, and as 
Aide-de-Camp to Sir Joseph Thackwell at Sobraon (médal and one clasp); served also inthe Punjaub 
campaign of 1348-49, including the passage of the Chenab at Rumnuggur, and battics of Chillianwallak 
and Goojerat: medal and clasps. 

Captain J. J. CORRIGAN served asa Lieutenant in the 74th in the Kaffir war of 1851-52 (slightly 
wounce!)) and was afterwards attached to and served with tie Cape Mounted Rilles as a volunteer:

Lieutenant H. F. RICHMOND served with the 10th Hussars inthe Crimean campaign from 17tk 
April 1855, and was present at the capture of Tchergaun, bute of the Tchernaya, siege and fall of 
Sebustopol ; medal and clasp.

Assistant Surgeon C. J. WHITE served in the Eastern campaign of 1854-55, including the taking 
of Kertch and Yenikail, siege and fall of Sebastopol, bombardment and surrender of the forts of 
Kinbourn: medal and clasp. 


Assistant Surgeon St. J. STANLEY served in the Eastern campaign of 1854-55, including the battles 
of Alma and Inkerman, and siege of Sebastopol: medal and clasps. 


Veterinary Surgeon R. J.G. HURFORD served with the 16th Lancers during the campaign in 
Affghanistan under Lord Keane, including the siege and capture of Ghuznee (medal) ; was also in the 
action at Maharajpore, 29th December 1843 (medal); served with the 9th Lancers at Sobraon (medal) ; 
also in the Punjaub campaign of 1848-49, including the passage of the Chenab at Ramnuggur, and 
battles of Chillianwailah and Goojerat (medal and clasps) ; served in 1857 at the siege and capture of 
Delhi, actions of Boolundshur and Allighur, battle of Agra, and reliefs of Lucknow and Cawnpore. 


6th (Inniskilling) Dragoons. 


Major General T. MARTEN, K.H., joined the Army in the North of Spain in January 1841, and 
served the last campaign in the South of France; the following year proceeded to Belgium and was 
present in the retreat from Quatre Bras on the 17th June, and at Waterloo (horse wounded), and 
marched with the Cavalry to Paris. re 


Lieutenant Colonel T. R. CRAWLEY was present at the closing operations before Mooltan and at the 
surrender of the citadel 22nd January 1849; served as extra Aide-de-Camp to Sir Henry Dundas, com- 
manding the Bombay Division of the army of the Punjaub during the march from Mooltan and the 
subsequent operations,.and was present at the bajtle of Goojerat (medal) and in the pursuit of the Sikh 
army to the river Jhelum. 

Lieutenant Colonel E. D’A. HUNT served with the 9th Lancers in the last Punjaub campaign, and. 
was present at the battles of Chillianwallah and Goojerat (medal and clasps); served in the Eastern 
campaign with the 6th Dragoons, including the battles of Balaklava, Inkerman, and Tchernaya, and 
siege and fall of Sebastopol : medal and clasps, Sardinian medal, and 5th Class of the Medjidie. 


Major J. D. COWELL served with the 8rd Light Dragoons throughout the campaign of 1842 in Aff- 
ghanistan (medal), and was present at the forcing of the Khyber Pass, capture of Mamoo Khail, storm- 
ing the heights of Jugdulluck, actions of Tezeen and Huftkotul, and occupation of Cabool ; was present 
as Aide-de-Camp to Sir Joseph Thackwell in the action of Maharajpore on the 29th Dec. 1843 (medal) ; 
‘served in the Sutlej campaign of 1845-46, including the battles of Moodkee, Ferozeshah (charger killed),

Captain J. E. SWINDLBEY served with the 12th Lancers in the Kaffir war of 1852-53 (medal), and was 
at the action of the Berea; also inthe Eastern campaign from 9th May 1855, including the siege and 
fall of Sebastopol (medal and clasps), and commanded General Simpson’s escort in the Crimea. 


Captain T. E. GORDON served with the 14th Light Dragoons in the Punjaub Campaign of 1848-49, 
including the battles of Chillianwallah and Goojerat, pursuit of the enemy across the Jhelum, and of the 
Affghans over the Indus, through the Khyber Pass (medal and clasps) ; served with the Central India 
field force under Sir Hugh Rose in 1858, and was present at the siege and capture of Chandeyrie, siege 
and capture of Jhansi, battle of Koonch, affairs during the advance on Calpee and action of Golowlee, 
capture of Calpee and pursuit, action of Morar, several engagements on the heights before Kotakaserai 
and Gwalior, recapture of the fort and city of Gwalior and pursuit of the rebels in 1858-59: mentioned 
in despatches: medal and clasp. ~ 

Captain G. M. BILLINGTON served with the 4th Regt. at the assault of the Fort on Beyt island on 
2nd April 1858 : severely wounded. 

Lieutenant R. DAVIES served in the Eastern campaign of 1854-55 with the llth Hussars, including 
the affair of Bulganak, battles of Alma, Balaklava (wounded), and Tchernaya, siege and full of Sebas- 
topol: medal and three clasps, and Sardinian medal. 

Paymaster T. SMALES served with the 7th Dragoon Guards during the Kaffir war of 1846-47 
(medal); served in the Crimea as chief paymaster of the Turkish Contingent : Turkish medal.

General Sir J. BELL, X.c.B., served in Sicily in 1800-7; in the Peninsula and France 
from July 1808 to February 1809, and again from May 1809 to July 1814, including the battle 
of Vimiera, action at the bridge of Almeida, battle of Busaco, all the actions during the retreat of the 
French from Portugal, siege and storming of Ciudad Rodrigo, siege aud storming of Badajoz, action at 
the heights of Castrillos, battle of Salamanca, action of Sabijana de Morillos, battles of Vittoria, the 
Pyrenees, Nivelle, Orthes, and Toulouse; served afterwards with the army employed against Louisiana, 
from December 1814 to June 1815: he has received the gold cross for the buttles of the renees, 
Nivelle, Orthes, and Toulouse; and the silver war medal with six clasps for the other battles and sieges. 

Lieutenant Colonel (Brevet Colonek) T. WILLIAMS, c.B., served in the Eastern campaign, landed in 
the Crimea from Gallipoli in March 1855, and commanded the 4th Regiment at the siege and fall of 
Sebastopol from }kth June 1855 : medal and clasp, c.B., Knight of the Legion of Honour, and 4th 
class of the Medjidie.

Major T. MARTIN served with the 18th Royal Irish throughout the China Expedition (medal), and 
was present at the storming of Amoy, attack and capture of Chapov, Woosung, Shanghai, and 
Chin Kiang Foo (where he commanded the Light Company), and investment of Nankin. 

Major W. G. CAMERON served in the eastern campaign of 1854, including the Battle of Alma and 
siege of Sebastopol, severely wounded in the trenches 20th October while in command of the Volun- 
teer sharpahooters of the Brigade of Guards: medal and clasp ; Knight of the Legion of Honour, and 
Sth class of the Medjidie.
